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FOEEWOED 


The  lo'.va  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a 
nation-wide  organization  which,  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of  operat- 
ing a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     'The  Division  of  Agricultur- 
al Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of  Agriculture  working 
in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  of  the  United  Sta.tes 
DeDartment  of  Agriculture.     'The  year  1939  marked  the  one-hundredth  anniversaiy 
of  the  collection  of  stati sites  of  agriculture  in  the  United  States, 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is 
to  meet  the  puhlic  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  a  historical  nature 
and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production  in  lov'/a  and 
the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,   there  has  ^een  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural 
organizations,  coinmercial  interests,   teachers,  legislators,  and  county,  state 
and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends  oi  change 
in  counties.     Little  has  "been  done  in  che  past  to  make  available  data  for  each 
county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the  need  for  county  data 
that- some  organizations  have  assembled  such  information  at  considerable  cost. 
It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is  being  issued, 

'The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State  and 
Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  ]\!orman  V,  Stra-nd,  State- 
wide Tlovk.  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics  and 
Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on  OfficiaJ  Project 
55-1-72-155  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration.     Official  Project  665-72-3-36 
furnished  the  material  for  Tables  25  and  27. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation 
of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  Iowa 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  this 
series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  lov/a  assessors  and  tax  officials  v/ho 
collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  "onder  the  Iowa  laws. 
Without  these  data  by  tov/nships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
Would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

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IOWA  AGRIGULTUML  STATISTICS  -  CHSROKZE  COMTY 

The  area  now  comprising  Cherokee  County  v/as  included  within  the  boundaries 
of  I'pyette  and  Buchajian  Counties  at  different  times  during  the  days  that  Iowa 
belonged  to  Wisconsin  Territory.     1/    On  January  15,  1851,  the  legislature  es- 
tablished it  as  a  county  in  its  o\m  right  with  its  present  name  and  boundaxies.  2/ 
The  name  chosen  was  that  of  a  southern  tribe  of  Indians, 

¥\o  perma.nent  settlement  was  made  until  the  year  1856  when  a  colony  of  about 
fifty  persons  from  Milford,  Massachusetts,  settled  near  the  center  of  the  coianty. 
Later  in  "che  sesae  year,  twelve  more  families  formed  another  settlement  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  county  in  the  vicinity  of  Pilot  F.ock.     'This  rock  is  a  red 
granite  boulder  rising  above  the  surface  about  20  feet;  it  is  about  60  feet  long 
by  40  feet  wide  and  v/as  used  by  the  early  settlers  as  a  land  mark.     The  first 
colony  laid  out  the  tovm  of  Cherokee.     This  town  became  the  county-seat  in  1855, 
but  the  Indians  under  Inkpadutah,  a  renegade  Sioux,  harrassed  the  early  settlers 
to  such  an  extent  that  the  population  dv/indled  to  almost  nothing.    However,  the 
population  began  to  grow  rapidly  after  settlement  of  the  Indian  trouble,  and 
with  the  .advent  of  the  Iowa  Falls  and  Sioux  City  Railroad  in  1870.  3/ 

An  interesting  story  is  told  of  a  "Magnetic  Well"  in  Cherokee,   the  water  of 
which  would  magnetize  any  steel  or  iron  bar  with  which  it  came  in  contact,  and 
which  also  contained  healing  properties  of  a  very  hi^  order.     The  owner  of  the 
land  where  the  well  was  located  platted  an  addition  to  Cherokee  named  Magnetic 
Addition,  erected  a  sanatorium  known  as  the  Fountain  House,  and  placed  a.  Lr*  Gee 
of  Chicago  in  charge.    Aiany  "miraculous  cures"  were  effected  according  to  reports, 
but  the  water  ceased  to  flow  when  the  city  sank  a  well  about  five  blocks  away. 
The  Fountain  House  v^as  discontinued  and  the  venture  is  but  a  memory  now.  4/ 

An  agricultural  event  of  much  importance  is  the  annual  Pilot  Rock  plov/ing 
contest,  S'lonsored  by  a  State  subsidized  association.     Plows  of  all  makes  a.re 
exhibited  at  '.vork  in  the  field,  and  live  stock  shows,  poultry  exhibits  and  kin- 
dred agricultural  activities  are  also  featured,  5/ 

Area 

Cherokee  County  is  approximately  24  miles  square  and  embraces  573  square 
miles  6/,  or  366,720  acres.     Of  this  number,  362,476  acres  are  listed  as  farm 
land.     7/    There  are  16  townships  in  the  county  and  it  ranks  thirtieth  in  point 
of  size  in  the  State,   sharing  this  place  with  Adair  County.

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Soils 

The  soils  of  Cherokee  Co-anty  are  grouped  into  four  classes  according  "bo 
their  origin  and  location;  namely,  drift,  loess,  terrace,  and  swamp  and  "bootom- 
land.     The  drift  soils  cover  11.3  percent  of  the  county  and  are  divided  into 
Clarion  loams-- 9.0  percent,  Carrington  loams — 1.4  percent,  Dickinson  loams — 0.5 
percent,  Lakeville  sandy  loam — 0.3  percent,  and  Weoster  silty  clay  loam — 0,1 
percent.     The  loess  soils  cover  76.4  percent  of  the  county  and  are  divided  into  , 
Marshall  silt  loam — 70.8  percent,  Marcus  silt  loam — 4c, 3  percent,  and  Afton  silty 
clpy  loam — 1,3  iDercent,     The  terrace  soils  cover  2,3  percent  of  the  county  and 
are  divided  into  'Taukesha'    silt  loam — 0.9  percent,  Judson  loams — 0.9  percent, 
Sioux  loams — 0,4  percent,  and  Bremer  silty  clay  loam — 0,1  percent.     The  swamp 
and  Dottom-land  soils  cover  10.0  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  Waha.sh 
loams — 8,8  percent,  Lamoure  loams — 1.1  percent,  and  gravel  pits — 0,1  percent,  _8/ 

Topography 

The  surface  of  the  greater  part  of  Cherokee  County  is  a  gently  rolling 
plain,  characterized  "by  smooth,  even  slopes  and  rounded  hill  toiDS,    However,  in 
the  northern  part  of  the  county,  the  upland  "bordering  the  Little  Sioux  Hiver  is 
rough  and  "broken,    A  similar  condition  exists  in  the  southern  part  of  the  county 
along  the  western  side  of  the  river.     'The  rough,  "broken  land  is  seldom  more  than 
a  half  mile  in  v/idth,  except  where  the  larger  tributaries  extend  the  hilly  a.reas 
farther  into  uhe  uplands.     In  some  scattered  areas  throughout  the  county  and  es- 
pecially in  the  territory  around  Marcus,  the  surface  is  typically  flat. 

The  drainage  of  the  county  is  effected  by  the  Little  Sioux  River  and  its 
tri"butaries,    A  few  small  drainageways  in  the  western  part  are  tributaries  of 
the  Floyd  F.iver  which  r^ons  through  Plymouth  County.  _9/ 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  Cherokee  County  was  47,1  degrees  for  26  years 
(1904-1930).     The  average  rainfall  for  53  years  (1897-1930)  was  28.73  inches, 
and  the  grooving  season  averaged  142  days  between  the  killing  frost  dates  of  May 
15,  and  October  4  recorded  for  26  years  (1904-1930),     The  lowest  temperature  ever 
recorded  in  vhe  State,  47  decrees  below  zero,  was  recorded  at  Washta  on  Januai'y 
12,  1912.  ^10/ 

Population 

Tae  first  census  of  this  county  in  1859  listed  85  inhabitants,  but  this 
number  dropped  to  20  during  the  next  five  years.    However,   the  1870  census  record- 
ed 1,967  persons  and  from  that  time  forward  there  has  been  a  steady  growth. 
It  has  a  density  of  33  persons  Der  square  mile  as  compared  with  the  State  density 
of  44.

In  1930  the  foreign  born  and  native  white  inhabitants  of  foreign  bom  or  mix- 
ed parentage  totaled  7,025  or  37.4  percent  of  the  total  population.     Of  this 

number,  those  of  G-erman  descent  had  2,275  and  the  Swedes  had  1,789,  Other 
nationalities  had  small  representations,  15/ 


Cooperatives 


In  1937  there  were  five  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this  county 
—  four  elevators  nnd  one  i^etroleuin  plant. 

As  a  V'/hole,  they  had  1,589  members,  of  which  1,494  were  active,  and  3,000 
persons  did  business  with  the  five  concernse     The  selling  cooperaoives  had  a 
business  volume  of  $321,372,  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted  $343,642 
worth  of  business. 


Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other  ivji- 
ction  exclusively.     Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for  dis- 
tribution to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market  fa,rm 
commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons.     16 / 


Fruit 


The  big  year  for  apples  in  Cherokee  County  was  1909  when  38,049  trees  pro- 
ducing 69,048  bushels  were  reported.     The  report  for  1934  was  8,210  trees  and 
7,316  bushels.     The  peak  year  for  plums  was  in  1894  when  15,534  trees  produced 
2,^89  bushels.     In  1934  the  largest  crop  of  cherries,  446  bushels,  was  harvested 
from  1599  trees.     In  19^9  3,717  trees  yielded  only  174  bushels.     The  largest 
number  of  grape  vines,  5,805  was  recorded  in  1894  but  the  largest  production 
13,994  ponnds,  was  listed  in  1909.  17/

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 


The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(l)  all  com,   (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,   (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,   (4)   >.orn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)   corn  hogged  off.     A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes  onl^  that  actually  husked.     In  getting  couaty  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (derived 
"by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)   and  added  to  sum- 
mations of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as  husked.     'This  assumes  that 
acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  yenrs,  separate  estimations  of  corn  yield 
on  acreo.ge  not  husked  were  made  by  the  state  assessors'  office  because  it  was 
felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for  husking 
and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower  yield. 
This  seioarate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not  husked 
and  the  total  added  to  that  rei:)orted  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.     The  township  yields 
for  these  tv/o  years,  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre- 
age husked  ..or  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  tota'l  corn  acreage  is  shown  by 
township  with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shown 
to  get  total  'oroduction  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  su'm'nary 
table  figures  lor  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  mul- 
tiplied by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the 
county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  tovmship  productions  ma.y  be  derived  from  the  yield 
and  acreage  figures  shown  in  tiie  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  ass"arned  to 
be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  township  yields  are, 
therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936.
